Dear Hr. Suscian, 

If it interests you in connection with the Silbert nomination or for any other 
reason, the serial numbers of the $10,000 in bills in one of the two wallets in 
^rs. Dorothy Hunt's purse are in tho wail to no. 

That I an not aware of no investigation of this kind of lead does not, of course, 
mean there was none. 

It is in y information that nost of these $100 bills wore issued by the Hew York 
Federal Reserve Bank. Or, not some of the money the .‘last laundering of which was 
by barker in Miami. 

I do not have the facilities for checking this further. However, I have a 
hunch that this eou^d be some of tho Vesco money. 

What follows is for your information, not now for any public use, because I am 
reaching tho point in my writing whore I will be putting it in a context. However, 
because it may in your opinion (it does in mine) address the character of the 
prosecution, I think you should know. 

Some of her property was kept separately from that recovered and kept by public 
authority. It left Chicago the day the trial ended, when it could no longer be 
subpoenaed or used in evidence. X do have the records on this. 

Sis official file on her property in Chicago was not kept with that of other 
victims of the crash® 

Hunt did not originally account for tho $10,000 in recording her estate. A 
clark"ealled this to the attention of the judge, who asked questions, ^nt tinea 
filed a new statement in which he neither laid claim to nor waived claim to this 
money. 

If there was no official tracing of tho source of these $100 bills, then 
there was another and unreported laundering. The cash was delivered to a former 
associate of Bittraan's in the Chicago U.S. Attorney's office. He deposited it in a 
special account, drew a check against it, sent the check to the Hogan & Eartson 
firm, where two partners endorsed it, gave it to Hunt who endorsed it and then 
deposited it in ihe Riggs National Bank. I have a xerox of both sides. Xhis also 
was not done until the trial was over. r Jlhe Chicago lawyer was then in private 
practise. I also have his covering letter, (i have not stolen any of this.) 

I assume %s. i Wfc was using an intermediary to pay the Cubans off, there being 
no need to hide payment of legal costs. I also assume that tills is the same person 
with whom Hunt was part of the time he appeared to be missing and wasn't. She 
identity of the person is not an assumption. 

I think you know enough about the ease to see the possible relevance to this 
of the Silbert/Petersen pretense. Any Chicago investigation had to disclose 
the obstructing of justice, bribery, etc. And correlation with the end of the 
trial strikes me as remarkable.
